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High School 
Budget Set 
Up By Board 


Tax Rate of 


65c Anticipated 
For Coming Year 


In th e absence of protest, the 
local high school board of trustees 
uncerem oniously adopted in its 
final form the high school budget 
for the fiscal year 1943-44, at a 
triple purpose m eeting held W ed­ 
nesday noon of this week. 
In addition to providing an op­ 
portunity for a public hearing on 
the budget, prior to official adop­ 
tion as required by law, W ednes­ 
day’s m eeting served as the regu­ 
lar A ugust m eeting of the board, 
and gave board mem bers an op­ 
portunity to receive and consider 
bids for parcels of land near the 
present high school site which are 
being considered for purchase by 
the high school district. 


NEW REVENUE 


C arrying a cash balance as of 
July 1, 1943 of $86,350, the Palm 
Springs Union High School D is­ 
trict is calling for $65,800 in addi­ 
tional revenue for its new budget 
Of th e $152,150 provided for total 
proposed expenditures for the fis­ 
cal year 1943-44, $75,000 is being 
set up as an “undistributed re ­ 
serve,” $15,000 is earm arked for 
“capitel outlay,” and a "general 
reserve” of approxim ately $9000 
is being set aside. Thus, in its 
reserve and capital outlay funds, 
the high school board expects to 
have a t the end of its fiscal year 
on Ju ly 1, 1944, som ething over 
$90,000, in w hat it considers a 
building fund. 
Board 
President 
Charles 
J. 
B urket has declared repeatedly 
that it is the policy of the Board 
to provide reserve building funds 
for th e high school as rapidly 
and steadily as is consistent w ith 
an economical m anagem ent of the 
fiscal affairs of the district. “This 
high school district is growing,” 
he declared at the m eeting W ed­ 
nesday, “and w hen it is once 
again possible to get started on a 
building program , we doubtless 
shall find ourselves badly in need 
of new buildings, and I am firm ­ 
ly of th e belief th at we should be 
prepared to do our building then 
with out delay on a pay-as-you-go 
basis.” 
65 CENT TAX 
In building up its $90,000 re ­ 
serve, the Palm Springs district 
has not exceeded a 68c tax rate 
which is considered low as a high 
school rate in California. The tax 
rate anticipated by the board for 
next y ear is 65c. 
Two bids for the sale of land 
approxim ately 10 acres in size 
and located in juxtaposition to the 
present high school site, were re ­ 
ceived by the board in response 
to a call for such bids by legal 
advertising on the part of the 
high school district. Pending the 
receipt of additional inform ation 
on the properties, action -on th e 
bids is being deferred to an ad- 
jourtied m eeting to be held at 
12:00 noon on A ugust 19. 


COOL WATER 
Routine business transactions 
at the m eeting W ednesday includ­ 
ed the approval of the installa­ 
tion of electric w ater cooling a p ­ 
paratus for tw o drinking foun­ 
tains during th e m onth of August. 
W hen students return to school 
Septem ber 13 they w ill find at 
least 
two 
drinking 
fountains 
w here cooled w ater m ay be had 
in abundance. 
T he Class of ’43 left the school 
$150 as a class gift, stipulating 
that the money be used as partial 
paym ent on a w ater-cooling de­ 
vice w henever the school district 
found it advisable to install such 
equipm ent. By m atching student 
funds and assum ing installation 
costs, the school district is now 
providing a standard refrigeration 
unit and storage tanks which w ill 
supply 25 gallons of chilled d rin k ­ 
ing w ater each hour for the high 
school students.

T here are plenty 
of lines to the control room and 
if 2202 is dialed, it w ill not tie 
up the police phones. 
It was pointed out th at the de­ 
fense council is functioning 100 
per cent and is prepared to cope 
with any sudden emergency.

Solution Sought 


After Isenagle 


Reports to Board 


Unless aid is forthcoming and 
a driver can be produced, the C it­ 
izens Bus Line, which has been 
plying Palm Cartyon drive for the 
past few months, hauling resi­ 
dents from both ends of the Vil­ 
lage to tow n and back, the sys­ 
tem will fold up for a month or 
six weeks. 
That w as the situation con­ 
fronting city council Wednesday 
night after a report from Cecil 
Isenagle, of the Tanner Motor 
Livery, operators of the bus line. 


RUNNING AT LOSS 


Mr. Isenagle reported to council 
that for th e past few weeks, ever 
since th e start of summer, the line 
has not been meeting expenses 
but that he has continued it be­ 
cause of the protests from those 
who still depend upon it for 
transportation. 
Now h e is faced with the loss of 
the driver who is only staying 
on from day to day pending the 
finding of a new driver—so far 
unsuccessful. 
Because the operating loss on 
the line is too big a load to carry 
and because of the help situation, 
Mr. Isenagle informed council he 
would like to discontinue service 
until fall. 


MAYOR PLANS PARLEY 


Mayor F. V. Shannon asked him 
to defer action for a few days 
until he could confer w ith Earl 
Gibbs, director of civilian defense 
and other mem bers of the defense 
council and interested citizens, 
in an effort to find a rem edy for 
the situation. 
Other councilmen discussed the 
possibility of a raise in fares to 
meet the operating deficit. 
It was also suggested th at any 
citizens who wished to contribute 
to insure the continuation of the 
line could leave donations for the 
defense council for this purpose 
at the city hall.

Vote on the new bill, intro­ 
duced by Councilman F rank Cut­ 
ler at the previous m eeting of city 
council was three to two, divided: 
AYE — Councilmen

NO — M ayor F. V. Shannon, 
Councilman C. P. Adams. 
ABSENT — Counsilmen Frank 
C utler and George Housman. 
The m easure contains m ost of 
the restrictions contained in No. 
131 with a few notable exceptions. 
Sweeping or washing of trash into 
gutters is prohibited, and use of 
w ater in any way 
as to permit 
the w ater to run into and accum­ 
ulate in the streets is banned. 


TWO-HOUR PERIOD 


But betw een the hours of 5 and 
7 a. m., sidew alk washing is per 
m itted if the persons in charge 
use no more w ater than is neces 
sary to wash the walks clean and 
do not sp atter pedestrians o r auto 
mobiles. 
On notice of the street depart­ 
m ent that needed repairs are to 
be made, even the 5 to 7 washing 
period m ust be suspended for the 
required period.

A t the tim e of his recent tragic 
death Mr. Benet held a position 
in the esteem of his fellow w riters 
and fellow Americans probably 
never before achieved by an Am­ 
erican w riter. There have been 
unprecedented 
tributes 
to 
his 
memory in newspapers, m aga­ 
zines and on the air—affectionate 
and deserved recognition accord­ 
ed to a great man. 


A t the outbreak of the war 
Mr. Benet had completed the first 
book of w hat he had planned to 
be a narrative of several books. 
He laid aside his w ork on the 
later sections because he believed 
there were more im portant things 
for him to do. However, w ith the 
publication of “W estern S tar” the 
publishers believe th at Mr. Benet 
w ill ipake perhaps the greatest of 
all his contributions to America 
in w ar or in peace.

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The Battle of Burma Road 


This war is unique in one respect, at least 
—that before the smoke of battle has cleared on 
one front, the next major battlefields can often be 
discerned, weeks or months before they erupt into 
action. 
Certainly that was true in the case of the 
Allied invasion of Sicily, which emerged as one of 
the next natural stepping stones even before the 
fall of Tunisia. Only the devastating speed and 
power of the attack—and the comparative ease of 
the conquest—were surprising. 
With almost equal certainty, and without 
divulging any information of value to the enemy, 
we can look for a United Nations drive against the 
Japanese in Burma when the monsoon season ends 
in October. 
That such an offensive is in the making has 
been indicated by both President Roosevelt and 
British Prime Minister Winston Churchill. The op­ 
erations against Burma will parallel closely the 
successful invasion of Sicily. United Nations air 
bases in India are close enough to Rangoon and the 
other southern Burma ports to afford bombing fa­ 
cilities to pave the way for invasion. And once con­ 
trol of the southern coastal ports of Burma is gain­ 
ed by the Allies, Jap troops in the interior will be 
trapped and isolated. 
There is one significant respect in which the 
campaign to open up the Burma Road differs from 
the problems encountered in the invasion of Sicily, 
however. Sicily was only a few miles removed from 
mainland Italian bases. But Japanese home bases 
are far distant from the Nip army in Burma—and 
the enemy’s supplies, if they get through, must run 
the gauntlet of Allied submarines, which are al­ 
ready taking heavy toll of Japanese shipping. 


One Down, Two to Go! 


In the pages of history, the days we are now 
living may be recorded as the turning point of 
World War II—the beginning of the end for the 
power-crazed dictators who, for a time, threaten­ 
ed to wipe out human liberty. 
When Mussolini was toppled from his pin­ 
nacle, the reaction of the man in the street was 
best indicated by the frequently heard expression: 
“One down, two to go!” 
While there is satisfaction that one of the 
evil triumvirate has been driven from power, Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt expressed what most of us are 
thinking when he declared in his fireside speech 
to the Nation: “Ahead of us are much bigger 
fights!” 
Until Hitler and Tojo and their gangs have 
followed Mussolini and his Fascist bandits into ob­ 
livion, there can be no thought of letup, either on 
the war fronts or on the home front. There are still 
“two to go!” 


Traffic Toll Tops War Losses 


Traffic accidents since Pearl Harbor, De­ 
cember 7, 1941, have taken the lives of 40,000 peo­ 
ple in the United States. That was a loss of 24,877 
more Americans than were sacrificed on all the 
war fronts of the world in the same period! 
In the Pearl Harbor attack, in the African 
campaign and in the South Pacific island-by-island 
advance, in the Aleutian action, the Sicilian inva­ 
sion and on the sea-lanes to battle a total of 15,123 
lives have been claimed by the enemy. 
That comparison pleads more eloquently 
than reams of warning advice for the caution of 
both motorists and pedestrians here at home. 
Many of those 40,000 traffic victims might live to­ 
day but for the tragedy of human carelessness, 
which war conditions serve to magnify and extend. 
With the casualties of war heightening the need 
for hospital facilities, doctors, nurses, medical 
equipment and supplies, every preventable civilian 
demand on those facilities amounts to a distinct 
disservice to the nation. 
In these days of crowded cities and dimmed- 
ed out streets it is the personal responsibility of 
every man, woman and child to double his watch­ 
fulness over both his own and others’ safety.

Rise to Remark” 
By CONGRESSMAN JOHN PHILLIPS 


A few m onths ago we had quite 
a flood in the Mississippi Valley. 
A t the peak a little short of 
3,000,000 acres w ere under w ater 
and about 1,000,000 of these had 
already been planted. A n inter­ 
esting side-com m ent on th e situa­ 
tion is the fact th at the House 
Com m ittee on A griculture actual­ 
ly 
had 
to 
m eet 
and 
discuss 
w hether or not it would be nec­ 
essary to put a B ill through Con­ 
gress, or w hether the Secretary 
of 
A griculture 
had 
sufficient 
power w ithout new legislation, to 
let the farm ers of the inundated 
area replant th eir own farm s to 
the same crops lost by the flood. 


W hen the disaster seemed at its 
worst Congressm an B ennett of 
Missouri w ent to work to see 
w hat he could do about financial 
help for the farm ers of his dis­ 
trict whose m oney had already 
gone into the crops which were 
lost. He discovered, as he says, in 
the D epartm ent of Commerce an 
organization know n as the Disas­ 
te r Loan 
Corporation. 
It 
was 
created in 1937 to provide quick 
loans w hen these were m ade nec­ 
essary by floods or sim ilar catas­ 
trophes. 


The corporation has a capital 
stock of $ 40,000,000 and it has 
branches in St. Louis, K ansas City 
and L ittle Rock. Loans are made 
w here it is imposible for the bor­ 
row ers to obtain credit from pri­ 
vate sources. California farm ers 
have taken advantage of this help 
in recent years, in tim es of ca­ 
tastrophe. 


Congressman B ennett brought 
aw ay w ith him from the W ash­ 
ington office a set. of the neces­ 
sary 
application 
blanks. 
They 
consist of 18 sheets of paper, legal 
length in size, 9 x 14 inches. The 
first four sheets must be exe­ 
cuted in triplicate and contain 
thirty -th ree 
questions, 
besides 
the necessary space for a sworn 
affidavit. 


The applicant 
m ust fill out 
blanks answ ering, among others, 
the following questions: 
List the collateral offered for 
the loan. Can you obtain an en­ 
dorser or guarantor for the loan? 
G ive a complete financial state­ 
ment. (There are forty-two sub­ 
divisions under this item). Your 
income? G ive complete descrip­ 
tion of all your personal and real 
property. 
A nother set of forms, m ark- 


i ed E xhibit “B ”, require a com- 
1 plete statem ent of the nature and 
the history of the applicant’s bus- 
1 iness. Exhibits “C ” and “D ” ask 
for more inform ation about the 
applicant’s reliability. Before the 
loan can be completed, the ap­ 
plicant m ust sign a note which 
has sixty-three lines of type finer 
than any type ever used in an 
insurance policy. He m ust provide 
witnessess 
and 
endorsers. 
He 
m ust 
sign 
a 
contract, 
called 
“A greem ent of Borrow er,” which 
tells him how he m ay spend the 
loan, if he gets it, and the system 
of bookkeeping w hich it w ill be 
necessary for him to set up. He 
m ust sign w hat is called a “Stand­ 
by A greeem nt,” w ith eleven more 
binding provisions. 


A few w eeks 
before I 
left 
W ashington, Congress appropria­ 
ted $100,000,000,000. Q uite a little 
of it was for the benefit of 
other countries. 
I 
doubt 
very 
much if these countries w ere re­ 
quired to fill out eighteen pages 
of application, in triplicate, and I 
doubt if any of them w ere asked 
“Can you obtain an endorser or 
guarantor for the loan?” If good 
credit, in sound financial transac­ 
tions, is created by the satisfac­ 
tory repaym ent of previous loans, 
just w hat credit ratings would 
some of these borrow ers have 
had? 


That m oney was not for the re ­ 
lief of A m erican taxpayers unless 
we feel jokingly th at they have 
been relieved of it. It was loaned 
willingly and generously in a tim e 
of great international catastrophe. 
It was loaned w ith a m inim um of 
red tape.

Be on Sale Soon 
According lo WFA 


Q uantities of steaks, beef roasts, 
ham burger and other cuts of beef 
will be on display a t m arkets 
throughout the nation, including 
those in Southern California, ac­ 
cording to the w ar food adm inis­ 
tration. This increase in beef may 
be offset to some extent by a 
sm aller supply of pork during the 
next few weeks. 
The food situation looks more 
hopeful for the next eight or ten 
m onths, the WFA reports. Live 
stock num bers and production are 
at a record level and beginning to 
outrun dw indling food supplies, 
the adm inistration said in a state­ 
m ent from its W ashington offices, 
and as a result expanded m arket­ 
ings during this period appear 
fairly certain. 
The WFA is now operating on a 
policy that it is wiser to store any 
extra production for fu tu re civil­ 
ian and m ilitary use rath er than 
to allow it to go into consum ption 
a t th e time, so it is doubtful 
w hether the increased m arketings 
will be rfelected in larger civilian 
rations. 
Increased m arketing w ill result 
in one favorable change at least. 
The consum er will have a larger 
variety of m eat from w hich to se­ 
lect.
